The day of decision is past 


for newspaper editors. 
Now 


all they have to do is await 
public reaction. 


The major question faced this 


week by editors was, "Will I print 
what some newspapermen 
have 


called a candidate for the biggest 
feature story of the" year?" The 
story, of course, was the first offi- 
cial release on the findings in Dr. 
Alfred C. Kinsey's new book, "Sex- 
ual Behavior of the Human Fe- 
male."

The story had been building for 


at least five years. 
After publi- 


cation of "Sexual Behavior of the 
Human Male," in 1948, Kir.sey out- 
lined the scope of his intended 
study. He said at that time that 
the book on the female probably 
would be ready in 1951. Now, two 
years after his target date, the 
volume finally is ready for publi- 
cation. 


The long period of waiting 


coupled with the tremendous re- 


, action to the first book — favor- 


able, unfavorable and often vio- 
lent—served to make publication 
of the new book a first-class news 
story. Anytime 250,000 persons 
flock to the bookstores to buy a 
book crammed with statistics and 
helling for $6.50, that's news, and 
that's what happened in 1918.

Yet when the day finally arrived 


for printing news of Kinsey's sec- 
ond book, many editors found they 
faced a tough decision. 
Because 


of the subject matter, should they 
publish the details of the book? 


It would bo interesting to know 


what ideas or ideals influenced 
the editors who printed the story, 
those who ignored it and those 
\\}\n not only withcld the story 
from their columns, but printed 
excuses or apologies for their ac- 
tion. 
It would seem that the editors 


who rejected the Kinsey articles 
placed too low an estimate on the 
education and understanding of the 
American public. The books them- 
selves may be. as some editors 
said, only for psychiatrists, medical 
men and students of behavior. But 
the articles about the books were 
written by highly trained reporters 
who specialize in presenting tech- 
nical information in a form that the 
public can understand.

Newspapers 
traditionally have 


been leaders, not followers, in the 
development of the nation. They 
are a vital education medium, and, 
as such, they should not neglect a 
vital portion of the educational 
need of the public.

RABAT, Morocco I/P)—White-robed triba, chiefs and Moslem religious 


leaders gathered in this sullen North African capital city today to greet 
Morocco's new French-backed ruler, Moulay Mohammed Ben Arafa. 


The 61-vear-old candidate for the 


hill country Berbers was 
pro- 


claimed Sultan Friday after the 
French dethroned his cousin, for- 
mer Sultan Sidi Mohammed Ben 
Youssef, -and sent him into exile on 
Corsica. 


Avoid Comment 


French officials would not say 


whether the new Sultan would pa- 
rade through the streets to the im- 
perial palace after his special train 
gets in from Marrakech. 


It still was feared the bold de- 


cision to switch rulers might bring 
rioting among followers of the rival 
chiefs. 


Strong French army and police 


forces held Rabat under tight mili- 
tary control. A curfew clamped on 
the city following Thursday's oust- 
er of Ben Youssef has been lifted, 
however. 


The Arab population remained 


quiet but glum, as if in mourning, 


although it was the period of the 
big religious feast Aid el Kebir and 
ordinarily would have been a time 
of rejoicing. 


UN Bloc Protests " 


The loudest-outcry so far against 


the forced exiling of the nationalist- 
minded Sultan, Morocco's spiritual 
leader and nominal ruler for 25 
years, came from the Arab-Asian 
bloc in the United Nations. The 16- 
nation group decided Friday in 
New York to ask for an urgent 
session of the U. N. Security Coun- 
cil to act against France's "unlaw- 
ful" action. 


The bloc said the Sultan's ouster 


could lead to international strife 
and thus should come under U. N. 
jurisdiction. France 
has 
main- 


tained her administration of the 
French protectorate is a domestic 
affair.

PANMUNJOM W>—Hobbling and stretcher-borne American and 


Canadian soldiers, some still suffering from recent battle wounds, were 
liberated here today as the Reds made the first deliveries from three 
more North Korean stockades. 


Many of the 94 American and 


43 other non-Korean repatriates of 
the JSth daily exchange were white- 
faced, bandaged and too ill to 
rejoice, in grim contrast to the 
rollicking British Commonwealth 
and U. S. returnees of previous 
days. 


From Camp No. » 


An American marine, Cpl. Steven 


E. Drummond, said some of the 
Americans came from Camp No. 
9, near Kanggye. He said it held 
only men captured in the last five 
months of the war. This indicated 
they apparently still were recover- 
ing from battle wounds. 


The Communists said they would 


repatriate 150 Americans and 250 
South Koreans Sunday. This would 
equal the largest group of Ameri- 
cans returned on a single day, and 
put the number of Americans re- 
turned over the halfway mark.

fugitive 


only a few days ago—stepped from 
his private plane that brought him 
from Baghdad, capital of neigh- 
boring Iraq. Tears cam« to nil 
eyes, loo.

themselves on the ground to kiss 
his feet. Their hats rolled away 
on the ground unnoticed. 


The small twin-engined plane, 


piloted by the Shah, himself, mad« 
a perfect landing on the airstrip. 
It was escorted by 20 fighters from 
the Iraqi air force. 


As the plane rolled to a itop, 


Iran's new premier, Maj. 
Gen. 


Fazotlah Zahedi stepped quickly 
aboard, as he said, to be "th« 
first to greet him in our land." 


There was nobody along th« 


route to cheer him,>however." Hun- 
dreds of soldiers had- struggled 
since early morning to clear th» 
six-mild route. Nearly an hour be- 
fore 
the I Shah's" arrival, tank* 


blocked main cross roads leadinj 
to the airport. Police 
were stationed every 
along the road. 


The happy monarch left Baghdad 


after hinting, that ousted Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh may face 
a treason trial and the death pen- 
alty.

Kiiisey-s Efforts Worthwhile If 


They Dispel Ignorance 


Dr. Alfred Kinsey's report on women's sex habits, like 


his 1948 account on men/undoubtedly will take its place 
among the more controversial documents of our -time. 


Some people will dispute the doctor's facts, saying: "I'm 


not that way." Others will point to the modest size of his 
"sample'1 (5940 women), and cast doubt on its scientific 
value. Some will say it's weighted too heavily with college 
and upper and middle class women, and thus lacks balance. 


And some will call the work a colossal waste of time, 


contending Kinsey's findings are commonplaces they've 
"known all the time." 


Kinsey evidently would be the first to admit the limita- 


tions of his sample. His only defense is that it's hard to get 
women in all walks to talk freely about these matters. 


As for his facts, he insists his interviewing techniques 


are the most exacting he can devise, and hence should pro- 
duce reasonably accurate responses.

It is perhaps for the layman rather than the scientist to 


answer the final criticism, the question whether the effort 
was worth while. To do that, you have to consider a few of 
Kinsey's conclusions. 


His fundamental finding is that women are much less 


driven by sex urges than men. He supports this idea with 
a bale of statistics. 
Women seem to have much less pre- 


marital experience than men, and are less unfaithful than 
men after they marry. 


His evidence suggests that all the popular notions to the 


contrary are largely the work of the always pursuing male, 
who has managed through great ingenuity and perseverance 
to spread abroad his own wishful thoughts that women are 
consumed by tremendous urges. 


This has its funny aspect, since if Kinsey's account is 


sound, it means that a good deal of American literature, ad- 
vertising, drama and popular music is ludicrously distorted 
to suit male fancies. 


But it also has its tragic side. For there can be little 


question from what Kinsey reports that great numbers of 
women suffer a deep sense of frustration and defeat and in- 
adequacy because they do not quite match the male-inspired 
portrait of themselves as passion-ridden creatures. 


Out of this disparity comes much unhappincss that leads 


to broken homes and shattered personalities.

If from this book women gain a new understanding of 


the normalcy of their behavior, if its attack on ignorance and 
misconceptions tends to dispel just a fair share "of the traee- 
dies now common, then it will probably be reasonable to say 
tne vast effort has indeed proved worth while. 


Unfortunately, however, too many people will draw their 


knowledge of this study from over-simplified summaries re- 
hashes and commentaries. Consequently a healthy note of 
caution m approaching this complex topic seems wise

It is not too difficult for the phy- 


sician to diagnose asthma, by lis- 
ening to the chest through a ste- 
hescope. and by studying X-ray 
ilms. These methods not only aid 
n making the diagnosis, but also 
give invaluable information on how 
eiious the condition is and what 
treatment would be best. 


The seat of the trouble is prin- 


cipally in the bronchi, small tubes 
leading from the main breathing 
tube, or trachea, into the lung tis- 
sue itself. 
The walls of these 


bronchi become 
thickened, nar- 


rowed and filled with mucus. 


Sometimes the bronchial tubes 


also undergo contraction or spasms 
which still 
further 
narrow the 


space through which the air can 
pass. This narrowing explains the 
shortness of breath—it is simply 
that not enough air gets through to 
the lungs. The coughing associat- 
ed with asthma is nature's way of 
trying to enlarge the openings.

WASHINGTON «v- Registered 


lobbyists spent more than two mil- 
lion dollars in connection with their 
"legislative interests" during the 
first six months of this year. 


That amount was reported by 


more than -JOO individuals and or- 
ganizations who registered with the 
clerk of the house and filed ex- 
pense statements under the lobby 
law. 


The 52,377,000 they reported hav- 


ing spent on their "legislative in- 
tcrests" up to July l is slightly less 
than the $2.702,000 reported spent 
by approximately 500 lobbyists dur- 
ing the first six months of 1952. 


The law contemplates listing ex- 


penditures for such thing* as pub- 
lic relations, office expense, wages 
and salaries, gifts, ovcihead, nav- 
el, food; lodging and entertain- 
ment. However, it is generally ac- 
cepted on Capitol Hill that not All 
lobbyists are registered and not 
all expenditures reported. 


No Itemized 


Also, many expense reports are 


not itemized although the law says 
they should be. 


"There is nothing we can do 


about this," the clerk handling the 
reports.said in response to an in- 
quiry. "There is no enforcement 
provision in the law. All we do is 
receive and file the reports."
